17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or extertor) 


This house has a one-bay front-facing gable and full-height gabled 

ells on the sides. Much of the first-floor detailing is obscured by 
modern one-story infill additions, which contain the modern entries. 
Windows are fitted with 2-over-3 sash; l-over-l in the modern additions. 
The front and right gable-ends have staggered=-butt shingles and 
vergeboard with recessed panels decorated with central moldings and 
regularly spaced rectangular blocks. Both the front and right gables 
have round-headed attic lights. The right ell also has boards applied 
to the wall surface in a pattern suggesting the underlying structure. 
The left ell, which appears to be a later addition, is plain. 


1S HISTORICAL OR ARCH URAL POR 


This house was built on land developed by Elam S. Kilby in the 1880s and 
1890s, a time of intense real-estate speculation in this part of Ken- 
Sington. Relatively modest in scale, it was probably a rental property. 
It remained in the Kilby family until the 1930s. 


The house is notable as a good example of Victorian Vernacular archi- 
tecture. Although much of the ground-floor detail has been lost, the 
house still retains a good deal of the exuberant wooden decoration 
that is a hallmark of the period. The vergeboard, decorative shingles, 
and round-headed attic lights are all typical; the applied boards on 
the right ell are a simple suggestion of the contemporaneous Stick 
Style, which stressed elaborately patterned, applied-wood trim on 

wall surfaces.
